Fashions 


in Shoes. 


HE fashion of the low-heeled shoe has 
had but a short reign, for we are told 
high heels are once again in vogue. 

As far back as we can ascertain shoes seem 
to have played an important part in fashion’s 
changes, "aah never, perhaps, has such plain 
footwear been worn as at present. 


_Many different materials have been used in 
time gone past in the manufacture of shoes; 
we are told in the old fairy-tale that 
Cinderella’s shoe was made of glass, and we 
also read of such curious materials being; used 
for shoes as rushes, paper, flax, and even 


silver and gold. 


History tells us of the distinguished ivory 
ornaments which the patricians amongst the 
Romans wore in their shoes, and Scripture 
tells us how the Jewish women wore orna- 
mentations on their shoes in the shape of 
moons or crescents. 

In the reign of Edward IV. shoes were worn 
with long peaks turning upwards from the 
toe and fastened by silver chains or laces to

the knees, In a few years, however, & con: 
trary custom became the fashion, and all the 
line gentlemen looked as if they had got gout, 

for they wore cloth and velvet shoes so very 
broad that their feet looked like at 
platters. A law was then made forbidding 
any shoe to be more than six inches across 
the toes. 

Shoes and boots po highly ornamented in 
Queen Elizabeth’s rei and cost from six to 
ten pounds a pair. The boots at this time 
had immense tops turned down and fringed, 
made of cloth or leather, and embroidered 
im gold and silver and various coloured silks. 

Bony curious customs have been associated 
with shoes since time immemorial. “To 
pluck off the shoe" was, and still is, con- 
nected with certain kinds of contracts amongst 
the Jews, and long ago to kick or cast off 
one's shoe over a person was a symbol of his 

eatest humiliation, while to shake off the 
dust from the shoe was an imprecation of a 
curse upon individuals or a declaration of war 
against nations, F. E. D.

Bread. dries mas if exposed to the air 
in hot weather. t should ' wrapped in a 
damp cloth and Heed in the dark.

The great secret in keeping a piece of 
boiled beef moist to the last cut is to replace 
it in the liquour after the first meal is served 
from it, and allow it to remain there till the 
liquour is quite cold.

WOMAN’S WORRIES.

HE domestic worries to which many 

I housekeepers are subjected are numerous, 

but there is little excuse for enduring 
many of them. Why, for instance, need ang: 
one be inconyenien by damp cupboa 
when we know that a bowl of quicklime 
placed therein will speedily absorb the 
moisture? Many of us are nervous about beds 
not being well aired, and yet we have only to 
fill a large stone bottle with boiling water and 
put it into the bed, pressing the bolster and 
pillows round it in a heap. 

Flies are a familiar nuisance ; but we are 
told of a foreign remedy in laurel oil which, 
better than fly-papers, will not only rid us of 
these pests, but preserve looking-glasses and 
picture frames when coated with it, 

Broken china can be mended with a useful 
glutine made with a s fin of old cheese mixed 
with lime; and a good deal of breakage among 
glass and csockery can be prevented by the 
simple precaution of placing tumblers and 
wine-glasses and such articles in a pot filled 
with cold water to which some common table- 
salt has been added. Boil the water well and 
then allow it to cool slowly. When the 
articles are taken out and washed they will 
resist any sudden changes of temperature. 

Marks on tables caused by leaving hot jugs 
or plates there fe disappear under the soot 
ing influence of lamp-oil well rubbed in with 
a soft cloth. 

Nothing, it is said, is better to clean silver 
with than alcohol and ammonia, finishing with 
a little whiting on a soft cloth, When putting 
away the silver tea or coffee pot which is not 
in use every day lay a little stick across the 
top under the cover. This will allow fresh 
air to get in and prevent the mustiness of the 
contents so familiar to many.

WORKING LOSS. 

‘‘During British control the baronies gene- 
rally were not called on to pay more than they 
paid iy 1913, and it éis not be easy to 
determine exactly what the results of working 
the baronial lines were under control. 

‘Since control ceased in 1921 the position 
has been very different. The group of 
baronial railways mentioned in the table 
actually made a working loss of approximately 
£107,000 in 1922. According to the law, there- 
fore, the baronies were liable in 1922, not only 
for their maximum contributions to dividends, 
viz., £28,102. but also for a further £107,000 
to meet losses in working. 1922 was, of 
éourse, an abnormal year, and in 1923 the loss 
én working fell to approximately £30,000. 

“But eren in that year it will be seen that 
the liabilities of the baronies were nearly 
four times as great as their actual net pay- 
ments in 1913.” ,

“ But it was, and is, convinced that any 
proposal to divide those -undertakings into 
two parts at the present boundary, involving, 
as it would, the formation of two new -com- 

nies, one in the Saorstat and one in 

‘orthern Ireland, with all the complications 
of a re-valuation of shares and division of 
stock and equipment, and another adjust- 
ment all over again when the boundary is 
finally .determinéd—involving, ibly, when 
Ireland attains to her inevitable unity, the 
entire reversal of all those adjustments— 
would neithér be good ‘business, good 
politics, nor good sense.

The Shipbuilding Employers’ Federation 
announced to-day that the national lock-out 
notices would take effect to-night, in view of 
the continued refusal of the Southampton 
strikers to return to work. ! 

The notices affecting the shipwrights and 
drillers have been withdrawn owing to the 
expulsion of the Southampton shipwrights 
from their union. The employers statod to- 
day that if other union members go back to 
work the notices will be withdrawn accord- 
ingly. 

‘Determined efforts were made by pickets at 
Southampton to-day to prevent any resump- 
tion of work, but it was reported that about 
300 men gained admission to the yards. 
Other men boarded the Mauretania, repairs to 
which have been stopped during the strike, 
and this vessel left for Cherbourg, where the 
necessary work will be carried out. : 

The strike movement gained its impetus 
mainly from the fact that the important 
vepairs on the Mauretania and other vessels 
would be prevented. The only effect has been 
to delay the work, and the result to the port 
has been a loss of employment, which will be 
felt for many weeks. The strike has also 
affected . adversely relations between the 
Southampton men and their union officials, 
afd has led to a partial lock-out in all the 
shipyards of the country at a time when the 
unions needed the whole of their strength for 
bargaining on the general wage increase claim, 
which the employers refuse to discuss until 
the Southampton trouble is settled. 

The lock-out affects engineers, woodworkers 
and furnishers, painters and decorators, 
blacksmiths, braziers, coppersmiths, 
electricians, plumbers, and other groups of 
craftsmen; as well as gereral workers.

“4 PARIS, Friday. 

+ The Reparafions Commission, reflecting 
the desire of both the French and British 
Governments that no time should be lost, 
has to-day promptly taken the first step 
in the direction of giving practical effect 
to the experts’ recommendations. 

This afternoon they met in formal 
session, and indicated their approval of 
the proposals, and at the same time de- 
cided to recommend them to their respec- 
tive Governments. 

Sir John Bradbury had just returned 
from London, where he saw the Prime 
Minister, and.M. Barthou, the Chairman, 
and the French delegate spent part of the 
morning with M. Poincaré. 

Though the approval cf the Commission 
does not mean that any of the Govern- 
ments are pledged to accept the whole of 
the report as it stands, it does almust 
necessarily imply that they will accept it 
as the basis of the hoped-for solution. 

Further action must depend upon Ger- 
many, and the Commission will do nothing 
until the German Government has intimated 
its willingness to accept and carry out the 
scheme. - 

In order to ascertain its attitude they 
will be ready, unless it prefers to send an 
answer in writing, to hear her delegates 
on “the 17th inst. 

The meeting this afternoon was held in 
an atmosphere of entire hopefulness, and 
one of the delegates remarked later that 
the unanimous desire to approve the 
scheme was the best augury for the rela- 
tions of the Allies among themselves, and 
promised well for the scheme generally, 

It is not, however, to be supposed that, 
even if Germany signifies her acceptance, 
as it is.believed she will, that the plan 
will be endorsed by the Allied Govern- 
ments withvut the most careful study an+l, 
perhaps, lengthy negotiations. 

lt appears likely that, despite the care 
exercised in the drafting, questions of the 
interpretation of important passages may 
be raised. 

To judge from some of the Ministerial 
newspapers, the French view is by no 
means that the economic retrocession of 
the Ruhr to Germany is to be the first 
condition precedent to the application of 
the néw scheme, and it is plain that there 
i; nothing in the recommendations tu pre- 
vent this taking place graduallys in 
measure. as Germany shows her good faith 
by putting the scheme into execution. 

In the first year, says one writer, the 
duties on coal might be abandoned, and 
so on as the scheme gets under way. 

This problem of the new régime in the 
Ruhr is one of two which occupy for the 
moment the forefront of French interest. 
The other. is the need, before accepting the 
proposals, to obtain from Great Britain 
guarantees against a future default of 
Germany. 

Tt .is argued that the success of tle 
scheme is left entirely dependent on the 
good-will of Germany, which is said to be 
doubtful. 

France would like, and the Government 
papers are saying sc plainly, first an 
agreement pledging England to take action 
with her against Germany should she at 
some future date cease to carry out the 
conditions, which, it is declared. she may 
not improbably do, even after stabilising 
her currency and obtaining possession of 
the proceeds of the international loan,

Herr Stinnes did not leave a complete will 
behind him. He always thought there would 
be plenty of time for drawing up his last will 
oak: testament. Not, indeed, till a few hours 
before his death did he consent to say what 
his wishes were. 

When, late on Thursday afternoon, he knew 
that death was near, he called his two eldest 
sons, Edmund and Hugo, and one of his 
lawyers to his bedside, and a document em- 
bodying his genéral wishes regarding his vast 
business interests was drawn up and signed. 

Herr Marx, the Chancellor, to-day sent a 
méssage of sympathy to. Frau Stinnes, in 
which he says that the death of her husband, 
the leader in all. economic questions, will be 
mourned in many German circles. 

The follower of Herr Stinnes in the con- 
trol of more than three hundred German in- 
dustrial and commercial factories and con- 
cetns will be his eldest son, Dr. Edmund 
Stinnes, aged 29. His second song Hugo 
junior, will keep on the directorship*of the 
Stinnes SS. Line. The third son is studying 
at a University. The fourth son is also at 
College. Besides four sons, three daughters 
survive. 

When it was learned that Stinnes was near- 
ing the end, stocks of all German companies 
in which he had a hand suffered enormous 
losses. To-day the Bourse shows weakners 
all along the line. Early this morning 
bankers and speculators were frantically giv- 
ing orders for bnying and selling stock on the 
Berlin Stock Exchange.

The appointment ef Mr. William George 
Davies, architect to the educating authority 
of the Essex County Council, as architect 
to the Education Authority of Belfast, was 
approved at yesterday's meeting of the Bel- 
fast Corporation. ‘he salary attached to 
the position is £1,000 a year. 

Mr. Adam Samsva, of the Dumbartonshire 
County Council, was originally recommended 
by the Education Committee for appointment, 
but notified the Town Clerk of his decision 
not to accept the appointment under any 
circumstances. It was subsequent to this 
that the Education Committee decided to re- 
commend the appointment of Mr. Davies. 

Alderman Dnaff, ‘in moving the aduption of 
the recommendation to..appoint Mr. Davies, 
said that originally they had hoped to be 
able to appoint a Jocal man te this position. 
They were anxious to employ local men, in 
preference to others, where they could. How- 
ever, there was no local candidate whom they 
could recommend. as the equal in eminence 
and experience of Mr. Davies. 

There was a great deal of éontroversy over 
this question uí giving the posiiion to a 
local man, but, he ssked. why sheni? they 
endanger the honour of Relfast by adyer- 
tising that experience in school architecture 
would decide thé appointment, and then ap- 
pointing some one without the necessary ex- 
perience? 

The motion was seconded by Councillor 
Cheyne, who declared that he quite concurred 
in all that the Alderman had said. 

Councillor Henderson, in moving an amend- 
ment to refer the matter back to the Educa- 
tion Committee, ridiculed the assertion that 
Belfast had not an architect capable of de- 
signing suitable schools.

how it was necessary to have super-brains in 
order to build new schools.

HAUL OF BANK NOTES. 


Thieves who broke into the offices of the 
Royal Liver Friendly Society, Upper Sack- 
ville street, Dublin, on ‘Thursday night, 
forced ‘open a safe and got away with bank 
notes to the value of nearly 456.

SCATHING COMMENT 
MAGISTRATE. 


“I have seen it stated that half the milk 
that is sold in Dublin for consumption, in 
any other city would be thrown into the 
utter, Í am nearly certain that I have that 
in print by a responsible person.”’ 

So declared Mr, Lupton, K.C., in the Dub 
lin Police Court yesterday, during the hearing 
of summonses against a number of cow 
keepers. 

In a case against Hamilton Lowry, Verona, 
Howth road, a Corporation inspector said 
that when he visited the defendant's cow- 
shed he found that ten of the twenty cows 
had dirty udders. They were being milked 
by two men, one of whom had dirty hands. 

The defendant said that Mr. Lupton’s te 
marks would properly apply to milk brought 
to the city by rail Certainly a very large 
quantity of that milk was more fit for the 
gutter than for children. ii 

Mr. Lupton observed that the public were 
aying s€venpence a quart for milk, and the 
mb they could expect was to get clean milk 

Mr. T. F. Burke, who appeared for the 
Corporation, stated that the defendant was 
only twelve months in business. 

Mr. Lupton imposed a fine of £15, with £5 
costs. 
John Hogan, 56 Lower Sheriff street, who 
carries on business at 54 Purdon street, was 
finéd £6 for allowing his cows to be milked 
by a man whose hands and clothing were in 
an unclean condition. 

The defendant stated that he supplied his 
men with buckets, towels. and smo ks on the 
day following the inspector's visit. 

James Keogh. 7 Commercial 
Clontarf, who keeps 25 cows at 
avenue, Clontarf, was summoned for allowing 
the udders of six of the animals to be in a 
ditty state while they were being milked. 

Mr. Reddin, solicitor, who defended, said 
that the defendant had been in business for 
20 years, and there had been no case against 
him in all that time. 

Mr. Lupton said that there was no evidence 
of genéral neglect, and, accordingly, he 
dismissed the case with a caution.

The Times in a leading article says 
state of industrial relations in three 
principal trades deserves careful consideration. 
In the shipbuilding industry the Southampton 
trouble, still unhealed, has brought about a 
retaliatory lock-out in the federated ship- 
yards of all the workers but those belonging 
to the boilermakers’ and the shipwrights’ 
societies. in coal mining a very protracted 
dispute seems at last in a fair way to settle- 
ment. in engineering the employers have 
submitted to the unions a proposal which, if 
tightly appreciated and fully utilised, may 
put the relations between empioyers and work- 
men on a. new and permanently better 
footing, The dispute in the shipbuilding 
industry is @ peculiarly refractory one. It 
cannot be dealt with satisfactorily while the 
Southamptop. men remain in their present 
temper. “xne leaders of the Unions, after 
considerable vacillation, have come to see 
that not only the obligations of an agreement, 
but the functioning of the Unions as negotiat- 
ing bodies, require them to bring the action 
of their Southampton members into conformity 
with the arrangement they jointly made with 
the employers. For them now to expel mem- 
bers would not settle the matter. It is their 
duty—which apparently they are undertaking 
—to get the men back to work. 

The lock-out, demonstrating how far things 
have gone wrong, ia the only remaining, re- 
source of the employers to get them set right. 
Forbearance during eight weeks of an un- 
constitutional strike has unfortunately. been 
interpreted as weakness. The enforcement 
of the notices is a drastic method of applying 
the lesson that agreements worth signing are 
worth keeping.

FIXING OF RATES. 


A THREE YEARS’ AVERAGE. 

“In providing for the judicial fixing of 
rates it is necessary to determine the is 
on which they should be fixed, For this pur- 
pose we have adopted the principles of the 
British Railways Act of 1921, and have pro- 
vided that the rates should be such as will 
yield a certain standard aunual net revenue, 
provided the management is economical and 
efficient. 

“This standard revenue, which represents 
approximately the sum divisible as profits, 
we have fixed at the average of the three 
years ending in 1913. In England the year 
1913 was adopted for this purpose, and the 
Irish companies naturally pressed us to do the 
same. But, as will be seen from the White 
Paper, the net revenue in 1913 was the peak 
figure. it had never been reached before, 
and, notwithstanding greatly increased 
charges, has not been attained since, though 
admittedly the companies have not had a 
normal year since, 

“In our view it is not wise for the railway 
proprietors to demand a standard which an 4 
might have difficulty in attaining, and whi 
may be ‘inconsistent with such a level of 
eharges as the trade of the country must 
have. 


ECONOMIES, 

“Though, in our opinion, the scope for 
economies in the railways to be unified is 
arge, it naturally cannot be fo large as 
among the very much bigger undertakings out 
of which the new British groups were formed. 
The British groups, therefore, had much 
more chance of maintaining a higher revenue 
out of the same or a lower level of rates. If, 
notwithstanding the great increase in Sonne 
expenses, shareholders receive the average o 
the three best normal years in the history of 
the railways and, aiter any year in which the 
railways earn more, retain 20 per cent. of 
the increase, they should be well content. 

“We have accordingly provided that the 
standard revenue should be the average net 
revenue of the three years ending in 1914. 
The average earned income in these three 
years amounts t £1,088,253. To arrive at 
the net revenue there must be added the con- 
tributions in 1espect of the baronial iines. 
These amounted to £36,225 in 1913. The 
precise amounts for 1911 and 1912 have not 
yet been ascertaived, but they may be taken 
at about the same figure. The total average 
net revenue thus pe approximately, 
£1,124,458, and this is exclusive of the in- 
terest allowance in respect of additional 
capital expenditure since that date. 


CRITICISM DEPLORED, 

“The capital ranking for dividend is 
£27,310,234; £1.124,458 represents 4.12 per 
cent. on this capital. The figure of 3.48 per 
cent. quoted in the statement issued by the 
railway companies therefcre gravely mis- 
reptres nts the true effect of the bill on rail- 
way shareholders. . 

“I must take this occasion of deploring the 
too common tendency in business circles an 
the Press to rush into print with inaccurate 
comments on Government proposa!s, based on 
imperfect examination of those proposals. 
Responsible business men should be slow to 
make stetements from a partisan point of 
view which, as in this cose, are not supported 
by the facts and tend to undermine that 
public wonfidence which is essential to the 
prosperity of business. 

“The statement that scant consideration is 
shown fer shereholders by this bill is, in the 
licht of the figures I have quoted. absolutely 
without justification. It might with greater 
aceurecy be said that what does rec*ive scant 
consideration, at least from railway com- 
panies, is the fact that rates here are 1°0 per 
eont., or more, over 1913 rates, while on the 
British railways the increase is only 50 per 


cent. 
SOME OTHER 
SCHEME ” 
—IF THE RAILWAYS DO NOT

“I think the railway companies now realise 
that mest of the over-hasty ¢riticisms of the 
bill contained in their statement results from 
ETS SSECGBARAAn, | the efiect of the bill, and 
that, on reconsideration, they cannot be sub- 
stontiated.

all the opnerturitics given them hy this bill, to 
provide adequate services at reasonable rates, |! 
thin’ the country may he forced to adopt some 
other scheme for running the railways. 
‘* Personally I am no expert, but I am quite 

confident that, if they put their minds to it— 
and a satisfactory service depends as much 
on their doing that as on the shape given to 
the railway system = by any _ legislative 
measure—the companies will make good on 
the basis of this bill. By making good I 
mean, chiefly. providing the services the 
country requires at rates the country can 
afford to pay. 

“On any basis more favourable to the 
shareholders than the bill provides their 
future would be more doubtful, while, aá it is, 
if they can do better than it anticipates, they 
retain a share of the improvement gained in 
each vear, so that they can steadily piogress. 


‘The next point to touch on is the arrange- 
ment relating to the boronial lines. So far 
2s the unified undertaking is concerned it will 
be expected to provide for any lossesin working 
the baronial lines, while it will receive from the 
Government for a period of ten years an 
amount equivalent to the dividend on the 
capital of those lines. 


THE WORKING LOSSES. 

“ Now. I have said that the lowes on work: 
ing the beronial lines in 1922 was £107,000. 
In 1923 this dropped to £30,000; and that 
was a year in which the effects of the dis- 
orders were still being felt and traffic was 
still dislocated. In a normal year the Joss on 
wotking should not exceed, at the very worst, 
£70.00 : and of this at least one-half should 
be saved by bringing the baronial lines under 
one management. , 

“Since the normal working expenses of the 
undertakings to unified amount to about 
4} millions, a sum nf. £10,000, i 
really neg'igible. Jlaving a direct incentive to 
do so, the uni undertaking wi'l, no doubt, 
reduce this figfre nearly to. vanishing point 
in a very short time. 

‘The figure of £41,000 quoted in the state- 
ment issued by the railway companies: is, in 
our view. a serious over-estimate, and that 
etatement makes the wholly false point that 
the loss, whatever it is; will fall on the share- 
holders of other companies. On the. con- 
trary, it must be met out of railway charges, 


‘so that the shareholders may receive their 


standard net revenue, In any event, even if 
the loss amounted to what seems to us the 
fantastic agers of £41,000, this would only 
he 13d. in the ton on the rates for ise 
traffic.

whole country, if desired—and thereby to 
lighten its incidence. 


THE TEN-YEAR LIMIT. 

“Particular baronies have borne ba _— 
burden for a great many years, and it is 
anticipated that some Councils at any rate 
will be prepared to ask the whole of their 
county to see these payments through for the 
ten years that remaig, it being undeniable 
that the whole of some counties gain definite 
benefits, direct or indirect, from the main- 
tenance in it of these baronial railway 
services. 

“ The limit of ten years, after which the 
| unified g@ndertaking will continue without I; 
menta the Government, has been 
because as a plain matter of business the 
unified un ing will, before the expira- 
tion of ‘that iod, either have realised our 
expectations to an extent which will e 
baronial dividends a negligible item, or else 
will have been replaced by some other system. 
An arrangement which necessitated the main- 
tenance of guarantees after a period of ten 
years could not be regarded as a final or 
satisfactory solution of the Irish railway 
problem. 


THE AMALGAMATION. 

“The arrangement by which some of the 
larger companies are to be amalgamated first, 
and the smaller companies then to be ab- 
sorbed, is adopted simply as a matter of con- 
venience, If each company had to negotiate 
with all the powers, the discussion and settle- 
ment of terms by agreement or by the 
tribunal would go on interminably. if the 
larger companies are first amalgamated, as 
the nucleus of the scheme, half the work is 
done, and decisions as te the terms on which 
the others are to be absorbed are then much 
simplified. 

““There are not many other points to which 
I need refer now, though there is a detailed 
agreement in operation governing the pro- 
cedure for dealing with questions of wages 
and conditions of employment on the rail- 
ways, we havg not scheduled it to this bill, as 
was done in England, because the creation 
of the unified undertaking wil] presumably 
involve corresponding changes in the wording 
of the agreement. e have, however, pro- 
vided for any such agreement being given 
official recognition so far as it may be 
desired. 


AGREEMENTS TO BE DISCLOSED, 


“The present charges made by the railway 
companies result from an Order issued by the 
British Minister of Transport in 1920. As the 
fixing by the Railway Tribunal of the new 
standard charges must necessarily take @ con- 
siderable time, we have provided for an in- 
terim review by the Tribunal—within three 
months from the passing of the bill—of the 
rates authorised by that Order, so that if 
there has beea a change of circumstances 
since it was made the change may be re- 
flected in modiiications of the rates. 

“Certain powers relating to the railways 
crossing the boundary are taken by the bill, 
Provision is made for the Tribunal to hear 
any applications by traders or the companies 
for modifications in existing rates for con- 
veyance on the lines within: the Saorstat, 
which the Tribunai will determine by refer- 
ence to the reasonableness or otherwise of 
those rates, 
cS nds to a similar power re- 
tained by the British Government in respect 
of rates on these railways across border. 
| The bill also requires all railway companies 
mess in the Saorstat to make fuil dis- 
closure of any agreements relating to the con- 
veyance of traíhe originating in or destined 
for the Saorstat. 


CANALS. 
NO DRAsiit SCHEME OF 
REORGANISATION. 


“Questions relating to canals and inland 
waterways have recently been discussed in 
the Dail. An isquiry supplemental to that of 
the Cana] Commission and directed primarily 
to the commercial aspects of iniand naviga- 
tion is uow ing, but we are not yet in 
a position, even if the necessary funds were 
available, to put forward a drastic scheme 
of re-organisstion for the cana!s. 

“The old Railways and Cana's Commission, 
however, had power to deal with questions 
relating to the facilities and accommodation 
| provided for traffic on the canals, and this 
power is transferred to the Tribunal under 
the bill. 

“Charges on canals are at present regu- 
lated by Orders which the Minister for In- 
dustry and Commerce has power to revise 
under the Statutory Undertakings (Continu- 
ance of ge ow (No. 2) Act, 1923, after 
reference to a body called the Rates Advisory 
Committee. 

“The bill subst-tutes for that Committee 
the Railway Tribanal, so that it is on the 
advice of the Tribunal the Minister will act in 
any revision of existing charges. Canal 
undertakings are empowered by the bill to 
complain of exceptivnal competitive rates in- 
stituted by railway companies, 

“So that this bill, while it does not 

urport to effect a re-organisation of the in- 
and waterways, does give the users of them 
definite means of ressing grievance, in 
respect of charges, accommodation, and facili- 
ties for traffic, and against undue rate-cutting 
by rival railway undertakings. 


“A FAIR BALANCE.” 


“The suggestion was at one time made 
that the Government should nominate some 
directors on the unified Railway Board, but, 
after carefu) considerat on, this estion 
was not adopted. Such directors would be in 
an anomalous position with a divided respon- 
sibility. It is preferable to take powers, as 
is done in ill, for the Ministry’ for 
Industry and Commerce to obtain full infor- 
mation about all details effecting the workin 
of the rep ampeng 7 with these puwers an 
the right fo. the Ministry to appear in pro- 
ceedings before the Tribunal the public in- 
terest should be amply safeguarded. 

‘These are all the points into which | 
think it necessary to go at this stage. All 
I have to add is this—the Government puts 
forward this scheme as the only one which, 
after close and unprejadiced examination, it 
believes to be consistent with the public in- 
terests of the Saorstat as a whole. 

‘ft is a scheme which strikef a fair balance 
between the interests of railway proprietors 
on the one hand and traders and public on 
the other; it provides equally for our internal 
and our external traffic; for main lines and 
for baronial ines it préserves undiminished 
all the present rights and interests of English 
companies and of Northern compames with- 
out surrendering or ng from our 
economic independence. 

“ And, lastly, it secures, in a reasonable 
and at the same time effective manner, for 
the necessary public supervision over an 
essential service. ' ; s 


THE DISCUSSION. 


BUSINESS MEN'S 
OBJECTION TO THE BILL. 


Mr. W. Hewat said that naturally one 
looked for an explanation why it was neces- 
sary for the Government wBoiae be a bill of 
this very drastic and far- ng

BASIS OF THE BILL. 

The basis of the bill was unification of the 
railways. The Great Southern Railway, 
operating from Dublin South. and the Mid- 
land Great Western Railway, operating from 
Dublin West, had no more cause to amal- 
gamate than the Great Western Railway and 
the London, Midland and Scottish Rai:lwty 
in England. There was no justification for it. 
Those railways practically did not touch each 
other; they were separate entities, serving 


baton acre! of those t ilways

was, in his opinion, not in the interests.of the 
Free State in any way. It would not save 
anything worth gen | in administration, 
and it was going to settle a monopoly on the 
people for which they would have to p 
through the nose. It was to establish 
an autocratic control of the reilwaya which 
would be unapproachable by business men, 
and put a stranglehold on country as & 
whole. . 

The Great Southern and Western Railway, 
when approached by the Government, pt 
forward, he understood, pro to take in 
all the railways in the South of Ireland. That, 
he thought, would have given a continuity 
which was desirable. Moreover, he nnder- 
stood that that scheme would have saddled 
the company with the baronial railways, for 
which the Government felt — an ob. 
ligation in that area. The ident had 
made a lot about baronial railways, but the 
people who had put in a claim for those rail- 
ways to be built had voluntarily committed 
themselves to paying if they were a failure; 
and it did not ap that the running of 
those railways at a loss was a justification for 
such a measure as that now before them. 

The basis of the plea for unification was 
that the railway charges were higher than 
they should be. That had to be admitted. 
They must also nise that in the year 
1913, the railways in Ireland were not doing 
anything wonderful in the way of making a 

rofit, but they were, neveriheless, in a sou 
nancial condition. During the war they 
came under control. ‘After that we had our 
own: little war. They had emerged from 
that—at least they hoped so—and, havin 
emerged from it, was it not fair that the rail- 
way companies should be allowed to go on in 
eace, and see how far their difficulties had 

n overcome? 

With the better state of trade in the coun- 
try, and the more peaceful outlook, the rail- 
ways would materially henefit, and he, for 
one, was not in the least pessimistic about 
their position. If the unification proposal had 
come from the railways themselves, while not 
agreeing with it, and probably resisting it; 
still he thought it would not have the insia.ovs 
aifoct of a vill propored by the Government 
involving Goverument control, and practically 
putting the railways im the position that the 
would be almost covered by the private bill 
recently brought forward by the Labour 


Party. : 
ONLY A STEP. 

In this bill the Government took control, 
but they did not take responsibility for 
finance, aud, in so far as the running of the 
railways was concerned, they were to be run 
as private concerns. The bill was only a steu 
towards which Mr. Johnson had aimed. at in 
his bil) for nationalisation. If nationalisation 
was going to be an accepted principle for the 
Free State, it was well they should know it. 

It could not stop at the railways. 
would have to go on to the nationalisation of 
shipping. . In any case, if accepted as a prin- 
cirle, it would effectually do away with pri- 
vate enterprise, which was the chief incentive 
by which business should carry on. Any 
interference with private enterprise was not 
for the good of the country. largely 
depended on initiative, and that was not. the 
most conspicuous feature in connection with 
Government, control. They had experience of 
eontrol during the war, and no business man 
would say he wanted a continuation of 
vonditions that existed then. 

Apparently the President anticipated that 
under unification an amount would be saved 
in connection with the management that 
would enable a reduction to be made in the 
rates and charges. In that, he thought, the 
President was — wanguine. At, same 
time, he thought that if the railways had not 
had this question of Government interference 
before them for the last twelve months, they 
would have made a better and more successfu! 
effort to meet the real needs of the traders cf 
the country, and would not have taken the 
pessive attitude they had taken in connection 
with the matter of rates. 

He did not say that improvement could not 
be made in management, but they had to get 
that question out of the way. If it were dis. 
mi , the way would be clearer for the in- 
dividual business man to get redress from the 
railway. He saw no reason why this bill 
should be put into operation at the present 
time. On the contrary, he saw great danger 
ahead in putting it mto operation; and he 
asked the House not to touch this evil thing.

Captain Redmond said that he intended to 
go into the same lobby with Mr. Hewat, but 
not, perhaps, for the same reason.

A DECISION WANTED. 


Mr Milroy suggested that the President 
should not press the second reading of the 
bill or bring it to a division that day.

Mr Milroy said that the speeches which 

were delivered that day deserved careful and 
weighty consideration, and that time ought to 
be given for that purpose.

Mr. Davin agreed with the protest made 
by Mr. Hewat against the bill, but he did 
not agree with him when he said that the 
directors and shareholders were opposed to the 
bill. He took exception to the composition 
af the amalgamated company as defined in 
the hill. e believed that the bill should 
include the railways working into and out of 
the Free State’ area. such as the Great 
Northern Railway and others, so that it would 
be possible for these railways—partic.'arly 
that railway which had its largest milerge in 
the Free State, the Great Northern Company

pointed day. 
FARMERS’ APPROVAL. 

Mr. Gorey (Farmers’ Party) suid that the 
position was so intolerable from the farmers’ 
point of view that they would accept almost 
anything--in fact, they would almost accept 
the bill introduced by Mr. Johnaon. (Laugh- 
ter.) They approved this bill. If it reduced 
the rates they would welcome it ax a step in 
the night direction; if it did not they could 
take another step. 

The P’resident—-Hear, hear: 

Mr, y, continuing, said that they were 
not enthusiastic about the measure, They 
‘lid not believe it wou!d do a lot of good, but 
they believed that it would do a little guod. 

Mr. John Good asked who wanted that 
measure. Te suggested that it would have 
been better, especial'y in view of the amount 
of other legislative business that was said to 
he urgent, to have held it over until the 
boundary question was settled, because when 
a settlement was arrived at the arrangements 
in the hill would have to be recast.

was going to kill competition and to stabilise 
existing rates et 120 per cent. over pre-war 
level, while rates elsewhere were brought 
down. The whole trade of the South of 
Ireland would suffer severely as a result. 

Business men in the South of Ireland had 
to compete against those across the water, 
and if their produce had to be carried over 
railways on this side charging 120 per cent. 
over pre-war rates, what chance had they in 
competition. with producers across the water 
whose goods were carried at 50 per cent. 
over pre-war rates’ He was satisfied that 
the bill was going to injure every port in the 
Free State except the port of Rosslare, 


DIVERTING TRAFFIC, 

which reached the West of Ireland 
aque - Free State ports at present would 
be diverted to Northern railways. There 
was keen competition in the North. Business 
men saw that if their produce was to be 
carried at_rates whereby they covld hope to 
hold the markets where that p-oduce was 
on sale, they must have competitive rates m 
the future, even to a greater extent than 
they had them at present. Instead of cutting 
off competition, it should be the aim to in. 
crease it. 

He was satisfied that it could be increased, 
not by wnification, which would kill com- 
netition, but by, grouping, as had been done 
on the other side. e time to arrange 
groupe was pot now, when the business of 
the Dail was too congested to give proper

Owing to the state of the country, normal 
conditions did not prevail in railways or in 
business generally.

PRESIDENT’S REPLY. 
EXTRAORDINARY ATTACK ON 
BUSINESS MEN, : 


President Cosgrave said that what struck 
him about the opposition to that bill was how 
persons with such contradictory opinions 
about the bill came together against it. 

“I was a little amused and amazed at 
those peculiar specimens we have in antique 
furniture in the shape of business men. 
Laughter.) One would imagine that the 
nom cos men of this country had almeee 
to be, proud of, something to point to an 
say : ‘there is work we have done, there is 
prosperity we have made for the people of the 
country to enjoy.” - 
But Bn that tne case? He did not think 
so. If they wanted to know his opinion of it, 
it was that if there was one class in the com- 
munity that was more responsible than an- 
other for the disorder that took place during 
the last few years, it was these so-called busi- 
ness men. Not one of them took any steps 
to extend hig business. 

Mr. Good—Is this in order? 

Mr. Cosgrave—It is perfectly in order. 

For the last two or three weeks, he pro- 
ceeded, the Government had been held up 
to public odium Because they were confiscat- 
ing property and interfering with the in- 
terests of business men. There wag one piece 
of advice that he got from business men, and 
that was to pay ó pc at 90 or 91. He did 
not take it, aud the people of the country 
were benefiting by that now. 

They were told by the business men that 
the Railway Bill was an evil thing—worse 
than nationalisation. But if that bill did not 
achieve their desires they would have to take 
further steps, whether the antique furniture 
approved of them or not. Antique furniture 
was beautiful and ornamental, but its useful. 
ness was doubtful. They were told that this 
Wag going to interfere with the boundary. 
He was told twelve months ago that the 
Railway Bill would solve the boundary ques- 
tion, and he found the same influences at 
work now, keeping up the opposition to this 
bill by talking’ of fears, spectres and the in- 
competence of the Government. 


BLAMED FOR UNEMPLOYMENT. 


“The businesg of this country,” said the 
President sarcastically, '“is something to be 
proud of, with 80,000 unemployed. Is it 
not? 

A Member— Whose fault is that! 

President Cosgrave—One cause of it is that 
the business men of the country had no confi- 
dence in their fellow-countrymen, and seldom 
had. 

Ten years ago he remembered in the Dublin 


ing houses, and the business men objected 
and said that was not the time. They were 
told the same thing now—to wait until they 
bad done their own business and afterwards, 
if they had any time to spare, they would 
do sométhing for the State. The oe 
question was going to be solved by the rail- 
way question, he was told. But they had 
not" got the solution of it; and now the boot 
was on the other foot, and they were told 
not to touch the railv yuestion until the 


He observed during the discussion that the

SWAN SONGS, 

Deputy Redmond, in criticising the bill, 
referred to where economies could be effected, 
and that formed portion of the swan songs 
they had heard. If the deputies examined the 
White Paper which the Government issued, 
they would see the percentage, or ratio, of 
working expenses as compared with traffic 
receipts. They could take home those White 
Papers and stady them, and come back there 
then and talk. 


Looking at one company alone, the Midland 
Great Western Railway, the percentage of 
working expenses to traflic recermpts in 1913 
was 62.95, and in 1925 the percentage war 
79.48. If that could be achieved in one con 
pany, and an important company, why shon 
not the benefits derived and the econen*' 
effected there be spread out over all of then 

Something had been said about competition 
Anybody wno had any concern in business, 
knew that competition, as far as the railways! 
were concerned, was an absolute joke, put) 
forward by business men as a bogey. 

It would be admitted by ar us it 
he were interested in a charity, ór a trust m 
endowment, or anything of that sort, tha 
considering what income was derived from ny 
dividend distribution in the vears 1911.13, it 
did not now bear anything like the um” 
value it had in that period; and if aut o 
those earnings a comparison was made wit|| 
the amount earned by the employés of the 
same companies, there would be some reason 
for complaint. If a man had put all his earr- 


ings into that, and his widow had about £100 
a year out of it, she had to look at the 
circumstances of those engaged in that parti- 
cular industry ; and there would not be much 
room for critcism at the taking the basis of 
the three years 1911-1913. 


POSSIBLE ECONOMIES. 


As to possible economies, he pointed out 
that there were redundant managements, 
possibility of the concentiation of Mapa is 
the question of purchasing stores in bulk, 
standardisation of rolling stock, and simplifi- 
cation of accounts. A good mafly lessons had 
been learned in the last year or two in con- 
nection with railways that had shown the 
railway men how to make further economies. 

The tribunal arrangement had been 
criticised. It was said that the prospect of 
reduction oí rates was out of the question. 
The increase in rates was put in by an order 
of the Minister of Transport some time in 
1920. There had certainly been a reduction 
in working expenses since 1920, “and 
there was a case for the reduction of 
rates. It was the duty of the 
Government to see that such a reduction 
should take place, if business was to be helped 
at all. Where was a reduction to come from 
unless they authorised some tribunal to do it? 
Provision was made in the bill for the pay- 
ment of the tribunal out of funds provided 
by the Oireachtas, 

The question of representation of the baro- 
nial lines on the board of management was 
the most pompous he had ever heard in the 
circumstances,

HEN we-of the valley were told that, 

“on a certain date, an _ enterprising 

stranger would come into our midst 
to. demonstrate the possibilities of ' one of 
them wirelesses,” our feelings on the subject 
were mixed. 

Some of us were inclined to feel romantic, 
and to dwell upon the thought of a voice 
from among the teeming millions of London's 
citizens, making its way to our little aboae 
of silence, among the everlasting hills. 
Others were frankly sceptical, and might be 
numbered with those blessed ones who expect 
nothing, and are, therefore, never 
disappointed, 

But, perhaps, most of the valley folk were 
just curious, in a calm, dispassionate manner ; 
for, after all, “‘them wirelesses’’ had, until 
quite recently, been banned by the powers 
that be, and for that reason alone, mignt 
prove to be of interest. 

The evening set aside for the demonstra- 
tion was full of the silvery radiance of a 
"full moon, which sailed high above the dark 
uneven line of mountains. There seemed to 
be no sound in all the valley, save only the 
gurgling whisper of the shallow river, whose 
progress is well nigh baffled by the great 
boulders in its path. i 

Rather sheepishly we gathered in the big 
ice-cold room, already rendered unfamiliar by 
the “head phones” that hung from uails in the 
wall; the ‘“‘loud speaker” upon the table; 
and the big box, made of highly polished 
wood, with its strange assortment ot knobs. 
Some of us sat down and proceeded, clumsily, 
to adjust the phones over our unaccustomed 
ears; while the remainder of the audience 
watched us with much interest, mingled with 
uncontrollable amusement. But soon our 
doubts vanished, and only the wonder and 
amaze of it all was with us; for through the 
haunting strains of the violin played in the 
greatest of all cities, the thought came 
winging : ‘“London speaking, our silent valley 
listening.”’ i 

But, at this point our romantic ideas re- 
ceived a rude jar, for suddenly our ears were 
tortured by long drawn shrieks, as of 4 gale 
of wind nA telegraph wires, or as the 
appalling noises that fill one's ears during the 
compulsory inhaling of gas or of ether. Those 
of the audience who were not “ listening in,” 
looked with evident amazement at the change 
in our expressions, having, themselves, no 
clue as to the tortures we endured. At that 
moment one wearer of the head phones re- 
moved them firmly, and, with an air of well- 
doing, presented them to a lowly member of 
the gathering. The recipient slowly adjusted 
the phones, getting thoroughly mixed up 
with the wires ih the progress, and remarking 
that “you'd want to be a horse to get into 
that.” I watched him with intense interest, 
the shrieks of a miniature tornado ringing in 
my ears, as I ~wondered what on earth his 
first impressions of the wonders of wireless 
would be. ' 

Gravely he listened to the awful sounds, 
no surprise whatever showing on his expres- 
sive face; then, quite dispassionately, he 
spoke: ‘‘ God, the roars of it,’ ‘he said. But 
these torments quickly passed, and soon a 
rich contralto voice soothed our outraged 
nerves, while, once more, no doubt, our faces 
wore a look of contented enjoyment. Then, 
reluctantly, we removed the head phones, 
and handed them over to those who so 
patiently awaited our pleasure. 

In silence we’ then sat and gazed at the 
‘‘ listeners in,’’4and the reason for their earlier 
amusement soon became evident. For it was 
a strangely comical thing to watch the var.ed 
emotions flit across their faces, while we our- 
selves could hear no sound. Naturally, I 
felt a particular interest in the man who wore 
those head phones, formerly worn by me, and, 
as I watched him, I speculated. silently: 
‘‘How wonderful,” I thought, “ for this man, 
who has practically never left the quiet valley, 
to realise now that he ás lister'ne to a concert 
actually taking place in London.” . 

The awed, grave face of the listener seemed 
to prove that the wonder of it all was not lost’ 
upon him, as he sat there with head bent, 
motionless. At last he spoke, amazement in 
his tones. “‘The weight of them yokes is 
able to dhrag down your head,” he said; and 
romance received another check. 

One member of the audience laughed with- 
out cessation through the entire performance. 
and was rendered, by his mirth, quite incap- 
able of listening to anything. Afterwards, 
when pressed for a reason, he confessed that 
“when he seen Hertssy wid the gears upon 
his head, he put him in mind of an ould 
county court judge!” 

Thus the evening wore on, until a wail 
from the loud speaker, indicated that it 
now would hold the floor. Then, With 
startling distinctness, a rather nasal voice 
told us various items of news—the resutt of 
the draw for the Davis Cup, the condition of 
the Prince of Wales after his accident. 
and other tit-bits, to which we listened with 
great attention. Those who had head phones 
still wore them. and were oblivious of the 
fact that we others could now “ listen in” 
considerably better than they. 

After that, ‘‘good nights” were" spoken, 
then London and our silent moon-lit valley 
ceased to communicate. 


NEW LONDON PLAY. 


“ A PERFECT FIT.” AT THE 
SHAFTESBURY THEATRE. 


Ovrn Own CORRESPONDENT. 
LONDON, Friday. 

The new farce, produced at the Shaites- 
bury Theatre, is by Arthur Wimperis and 
Harry M. Vernon, and it tells the story of 
the meteoric rise of a tailor’s presser. 

The young man, Robert Bassett, borrows 
a customer’s suit of clothes and attends a 
reception at Park Lane, in. erder to meet a 
wealthy financier, to whom he presents him- 
self as the man who had once saved the 
financier’s life. He becomes confidential 
secretary to the great man, foils an attempt 
to injure his financial reputation and stand- 
ing, and, although found out in the end, 
has so ingratiated himself with everyone who 
matters that his masquerade is forgiven, and 
all ends happily. 
The play, in spite of its numerous witty 
lines, appears trivial. It is skim-milk stuff, 
although the clever acting of Francis Lister, 
as the cheeky young man, and the charm 
of Dorothy Tetley and Isabel Jeans almost 
deceived one at times into thinking it good 
entertainment, The audience appeared 
thoroughly to enjoy the play: there was no 
doubt about the sincerity of the applause. 


BACH’S PASSION MUSIC. 
TO BE SUNG IN ST. PATRICK’S 
CATHEDRAL. 


On the first four nights of next week Bach’s 
Passion music, according to St. John, will be 
sung by the choir of St. Patrick’s Cathedral, 
Dublin. It is interesting to compare the 
Passion ‘according to St, Matthew With that 
according to St. John. They both open with 
a wonderful chorus, but each of these choruses 
is very different in structure and style. In 
the ovening chorus of ‘‘St. John '“ the com- 
poser adopted a method of using long bass 
pedal points on which he built all the free 
florid paris. Brahms may have had this, 
chorus in his mind when he wrote the fugue, 
“ But the righteous souls,” in his ‘‘Requiem.”’ 
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taken from the text, and these numbers are 
sometimes spoken of as the reflective pieces. 
The soprano solo, “I follow Thee also,” is 
one of these. It has a beautiful flute actom- 
paniment ; it follows the words “ Simon Peter 
also followeth Jesus.” The purity of the 
music in this solo breathes the very spirit of 
the disciple following his Master, 

The rounding off of the cadences in the 
recitatives in the “St. John Passion " is a 
point of interest: instead of the usval domi- 
nant and tonic close a second inversion of the 
tonic precedes the dominant chord; by using 
this device Bach has given us something re- 
markable. The harmonies of the chorales are 
always a source of interest to mosicians; 
the same tune is frequently heard through- 
out the work, but in every case but one 
the harmonies are varied, In comparing the 
two, great. settings, each work must be re-

LONDON SPEAKING. | 


The words of the solos and chorales are not i 
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CANNOT dream why it is that the 

Dubliner who steps off the train at Belfast 

should do so just in the way he does. 
For I. am sure that most Dubliners react to 
that event with the same feeling as. 
which stimulates me u arrival 
is a peculiar feeling, the sort of feelin 
makes a beggar a momentary duke; and it is 
compounded of a vague cond , some 
benevolence, arid the expectation of abundant 
merriment. Whenever I arrive from the 
South it is the same, In some impossible 
access of idealism I am prepared to see the 
local fife-and-drum band waiting outside the 
station to give me all the musical honours 
that are the distinguished visitor’s due, I 
can always picture with my mind’s.eye a 
portly Lord Mayor complete with an il- 
luminated address as he welcomes me with 
tears of gratitude in his eyes. In the back- 
ground are the dour and sullen natives, wild 
and tattered of aspect, furtively jingling their 
sold and silver in their pockets to seassure 
Dhemaelven that none has tse lost. 

Filled with such picturesque anticipations, 
I hail a waiting side-car and drive off. 
give an address to the jarvey, and he whips 
hack an answer in a foreign tongue. The ad- 
venture among the “barbarians’’ has begun. 
I hear newsboys yelling a raucous “ Tally- 
ho”; no doubt the young savages are hunting 
some wretched animal, a cat or a tin-canned 
cur. At last, in some fear and trembling, I 
asi my fare, and am startled into amaze by 
the reply: “ Two shillings.” And we have 
driven several miles at least! I think we 
pay dearly for the glib tongues of our Dublin 

ehus. For a similar jaunt in Dublin I have 

been charged treble and quadruple the sum. 
This Beliast jarvey even helps me to the door 
with my baggage. An ideal man! 

I see taxis plying at hazard on tha street, 
and make a trial of one. All over the city 
(ior by this time township has given place to 
town and town to city in my appraisal of the 
piace) for a mere trifle. Taxis cost us litile 
to hire as side-cars do. At this rate living 
is going to be cheap in Belfast; and my heart 
warms towards these busy brethren. of 
ours in the North. 

Before I am long here I discover two 
things: an amazing concert hall and cheap 
stout. Stout in Dublin costs eightpence pe: 
Lottie; here the same bottle costs sixpence. 
Apparently, it costs twopence less than no- 
thing to carry each bottleful from Dublin 
to Belfast. The Ulster Hall is 
an institution that we in Dublin 
might do well to copy. It is a large place. 
which holds-neariy two thousand people, and 
it seems to pay its way with ease. Here 
during the season one can listen two or three 
nights in the week to music of the best com- 
posers admirably performed. Every Satur- 
day, for the sum of sixpence, one may hear 
at the Ulster Hall recitals which are given by 
first-class artists, and these popular perform- 
ances include chamber music, choral and solo 
singing, pianoforte, and the organ. A fine 
Philharmonic Society with a large orchestra 
of strings and wood-wind and a massed choir 
of some two hundred or so voices exists, and 
gives a series of magnificent concerts every 
year. 

At the Opera House (for these surprisin 
fellows possess such) Mrs. Patrick Campbell 
has been swaying the emotions of her 
audiences with her interpretations of “The 
Second Mrs. Tanqueray,’’ and ‘‘ magda,”’ the 
heroine of a typical German drama. Yet, the 
fact that Magda is German-made, however 
florid it may be, bespeaks some strange vein 
cl perverseness and contradiction in these 
people of Belfast; who, we are told, hate

i And it is true that the people of 
this city are the most gpa | people to re- 
ile with one’s dogmas. For aa age 
is my dogmia that ast is uncivilised; tha 
Belfastions are a rude and 
that they are money-grubbers, Pussyfoots, 
kill-joys, bigots, and all the rest of that stuff. 
They hide & all, however, amazingly well ; 
and I can only conclade that “they are all 
really Dublin le in disguise, ov that they 
are a lot of Mr. Jekylls and Dr. Hydes. 

The latter, perhaps, is the true solu- 
‘tion, for the Belfastian appears on Sunday, 
which he calls the Sabbath ; in all the regalia 
that we. expect to see. On Sunday he feels 
he must give some colour of truth to the 
legend which has been written about him; and 
he kills joy with the most absolute expression 
of sincerity that he can muster. en can 
the wretched Dubliner’ who is stranded here 
only snarl! references about whited sepulchres, 
Methuselahites, and so on; for, though he 
move heaven and earth, he cannot amuse 
himself in a single way, and if he is dying of 
thirst in a street of taverns he cannot buy or 
beg a single drink. 

t is on Sundays that the old feeling of 
feudal superiority returns. I like, then, to 
think: of that fife-dnd-drum band, the orange 
sashes, wooden shoes, and all the rest. It is a 
consoling exercise when there is nothing else 
to do; and ere long, like the rest of this 
sanctimoniously bemused Sunday city, I drop 
off to sleep with the complacent feeling of 
belonging to a worthy breed ! 

On Monday the Sabbath false-face is put 
back into the cup-board. These things are 
Sunday properties. The Belfastian likes to 
forget them during the week, He has work 
to do, concerts to hear, cinemas to visit, 
datices to assist at, football to watch or to 
play. He has much to do, and he does al! 
swiftly and well. 

I notice that he has time even to visit the 
picture galleries that are here. At Magee s, 
in Donegall square, Mr. and Mrs. Paul Henry 
have been holding a very successful exhibition 
of their pictures; and aíter a short time, a 
couple of weeks or so, Mr. Charles V. Lamh, 
A.R.H.A., intends to open an exhibition of 
his work in the same place, 

Why there is no Abbey Theatre here is 
puzzling to know, for there are at least two 
groups of players in Belfast who could make 
such a repertory theatre a thriving and 
exemplary concern. The Ulster Players are 
well known to the Dublin public; but another 
group of amateurs, who gave a week at the 
Opera House heré a short time ago, is not so 
well known. They produced a couple of 
remarkable plays; and secured crowded led 
throughout the week. e players are Roman 
‘Catholics, and their plays jested about the 
religious barriers that have been so artificially 
fostered by politicians in the past. But they 
did more than jest; for they revealed, and 
that in a dramatic and impressive way, how 
it is the word Christian, and not Protestant 
or Catholic, which really is of account and 
holds sway in the souls of men. Their work 
was finely and artistically presented. It is 
to be hoped that they will play before a 
Dublin audience before long. The group is 
called the ‘‘ Rosario Players,”’ and their two 
lays '' Going West ' and ‘‘ The Auction at 
<illybuck.”’

E are a nation of brilliant failures, but 
we are the greatest talkers since the 
Greeks,” said Wilde, and I wonder
